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Free HIV tests today and 
tomorrow 


Temple Beth Israel will

ORANJESTAD — Laboratorio 
Familiar together with the 
Aruba Laboratory Department 
is offering free HIV tests today 
and tomorrow. The test will de¬ 
termine if a person is infected 
with the HIV virus, which can 
develop into AIDS. 

According to Mrs. Milagros 
Posner of the Women’s Club of 
Aruba, they were approached 
by different young adults in the 
community, even members of 
the Womens Club and eventu¬ 
ally Mr. Jairo Boekhoud, to 
give the community an oppor¬ 
tunity to do the HIV test. It is 
important for Aruba to know 
how many persons are infected 
with the HIV virus, in order to 
tackle the problem and avoid 



that more people get infected. 

Dr. Wilmer Salazar of the 
Department of Contagious 
Diseases urges the community 
in general to make good use of 
this opportunity. It is important 
for a person to know if he is 
HIV positive to avoid spread¬ 


ing the disease and also to get 
their medication in order to 
live a relatively good life. In 
case a subject is HIV positive, 
Dr Salazar will take contact 
with him for a post testing 
counseling. 

According to Mrs. Aurelia 
Croes of the Laboratorio Fa¬ 
miliar, the lab was approached 
by Jairo Boekhoudt to do the 
FREE HIV tests campaign, 
which they thought was a fan¬ 
tastic idea. They kindly ask the 
community, especially those 
who lead an active sexual life, 
had a tattoo done or use nee¬ 
dles, to do the test. A special 
request goes to the youth to 
make good use of this opportu¬ 
nity. 

The tests will be done at the 
testing station at Santa Cruz 
from 7:00 to 11:00 a.m. and in 
the afternoon at the Laborato¬ 
rio Familiar office in de La 
Sallestraat from 1:00 to 5:00 
p.m. The only requirement: 
Everyone must bring a valid 
identification, such as pass¬ 
port, diving license or ID. 

Director of the Department 
of Contagious Diseases, Mrs. 
Sharline Koolman informs that 
the laboratory Department is 
offering tests only at the Insti¬ 
tute Medico San Nicolas 
(IMSAN) - the San Nicolas 
Medical Center - during nor¬ 
mal laboratory hours. Mrs. 
Koolman says that the idea be¬ 
hind their support of the cam¬ 
paign is to introduce an annual 
HIV testing campaign. There is 
an international HIV campaign 
called “Know your status Day.” 

All concerned entities in¬ 
vite the community in general 
to do the test today and tomor¬ 
row. The test is competeley 
FREE!

Chanukah is a holiday 
that celebrates religious free¬ 
dom and national indepen¬ 
dence. The story dates back 
more than 2,000 year ago, to 
the land of Judea, where Jews 
were ruled by Greek kings. 
One particularly brutal king 
was Antiochus, who forced 


the people to turn their backs 
on their faith and worship the 
Greek gods instead. In the 
Holy Temple in Jerusalem, 
Antiochus erected an idol of 
the Greek god Zeus and 
placed it on the holiest alter.

Heavy snow hits airports and roads 
across Europe 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Snow and freezing tempera¬ 
tures severely disrupted air¬ 
ports in Germany and Britain 
and caused chaos and deaths 
on roads across Europe yester¬ 
day. 

More than 200 flights were 
cancelled at Frankfurt airport 
in Germany, the continent’s 
third busiest, while southern 
German states were blanketed 
by snow. 

Large parts of Poland were 
covered in thick snow, causing 
hundreds of accidents on the 
roads and at least four people 
were killed on snowbound 
roads in the Czech Republic. 

It was so cold in France that 
electricity network RTE 
warned of cuts in the supply as 
the country looked set to top 
record demand levels while 20 
percent of high-speed train 
services to the hard hit south¬ 
east were cancelled. 

Switzerland suffered its 
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coldest November night for 45 
years as temperatures plunged 
below minus 30 degrees Cel¬ 
sius (minus 22 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit), according to national 
weather service Meteosuisse. 

Even Spain and Portugal 
were shivering after snow fell 
in the northern half of the Ibe¬ 
rian peninsula. 

Britain has been taken by 
surprise by its earliest wide¬ 
spread snowfall since 1993, 
forcing hundreds of schools in 
Scotland and rural parts of 
England to close and causing 
treacherous conditions on 
roads and at smaller airports. 

Scotland, on St Andrew's 
Day, its national day, recorded 
the coldest temperature in 
Britain overnight Monday with 
the mercury plunging to minus 
15 degrees Celsius (five de¬ 


grees Fahrenheit). 

In Germany, heavy snow¬ 
fall blanketed the southern 
states of Bavaria, Baden- 
Wuerttemberg and Saxony and 
even colder weather is forecast 
across the country later this 
week. 

At Frankfurt airport, even 
when the runways were 
cleared of snow, aircraft had to 
be de-iced, causing further de¬ 
lays. 

The Czech Republic expe¬ 
rienced up to 25 centimetres 
(10 inches) of fresh snow in 
some cities, causing power 
cuts and travel disruption. Four 
people were killed and 80 were 
injured on the country's roads. 

The Polish capital Warsaw 
was snarled up by huge traffic 
jams after 30 centimetres of 
snow fell since Monday. 


20 bodies now unearthed near 
Mexico-US border 


CIUDAD JUAREZ, Me- 
xico(AFP) - Police unearthed 
two more bodies from hidden 
graves near Mexico's brutal 
border city of Ciudad Juarez, 
bringing the total to 20 found 
in two days, local justice offi¬ 
cials said yesterday. 

The grisly discoveries came 
amid a wave of suspected 
drug-related violence which 
has left more than 28,000 dead 
across Mexico since 2006, ac¬ 
cording to official figures. 

The victims had been killed 
between eight and 12 months 


ago, and included one woman, 
said the Chihuahua state attor¬ 
ney general's office in a state¬ 
ment. 

The bodies, which had 
bound feet and hands and bore 
bullet wounds, were dumped 
in at least 11 graves discovered 
near a farm on the US border. 

They were recovered fol¬ 
lowing confessions from five 
suspects arrested on Saturday 
in possession of 175 kilograms 
(385 pounds) of marijuana, of¬ 
ficials said.

Warhol's portrait of Dutch 
queen sold for 400,000 
euros

THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - An Andy Warhol 
portrait of Queen Beatrix of 
the Netherlands fetched 
400,000 euros yesterday when 
it went under the hammer in 
Amsterdam, the auctioneers 
Christie's said. 

"The picture was sold for 
409,000 euros (around 530,000 
dollars) to bidders from the Tri¬ 
ton foundation," spokesman 
Maarten van Gijn told AFP, re¬ 


ferring to a Dutch body which 
organises exhibitions. 

The 1985 portrait was part 
of a series by the late pop artist 
known as the "Reigning 
Queens" which also includes 
Britain's Queen Elizabeth II, 
Queen Margrethe II of Den¬ 
mark and Queen Ntombi 
Twala Of Swaziland. 

The portrait will go on dis¬ 
play at Amsterdam's Rijksmu- 
seum, the spokesman said. 


French expert: Haiti cholera 
outbreak ’imported’ 


PARIS, France (AFP) - The 
strain of cholera that triggered 
an epidemic that has claimed 
more than 1,750 lives in Haiti 
must have been brought in 
from abroad, a leading French 
epidemiologist said yesterday. 

Many in Haiti believe the 
deadly outbreak was caused by 
poor sanitation at a camp for 
United Nations peacekeeping 
troops from Nepal, a country 
where the disease is endemic. 
The UN force has said there is 
no proof of this. 

Cholera specialist Professor 
Renaud Piarroux spoke to AFP 
on his return from Haiti, where 
he conducted a study for the 


Haitian government. He 
warned that the epidemic 
could yet cause sickness in 
200,000 people. 

"It started in the center of 
the country, not by the sea, nor 
in the refugee camps. The epi¬ 
demic can't be of local origin. 
That's to say, it was imported," 
he told AFP, without directly 
fingering the Nepalese camp. 

Meanwhile, Haiti's ruling 
party acknowledged possible 
defeat yesterday in pivotal 
general elections, raising 
hopes of a peaceful power 
transfer in the quake-hit and 
cholera-gripped nation.

daily task of Santa Rosa, the 
Agriculture, Husbandry and 
Fisheries Department, under 
management of Mr. Danje, is 
to regularly control those 
dams and water reservoirs. 
This is to ensure the commu¬ 
nity that everything is under 
control; there is no need to 
worry about flooding. 

It is important to regularly 
control the water reservoirs 
that are fed by water coming 
from among others, Kas 
Ariba, St. Cruz I and II, Palo 
di Boonchi, Piedra Plat, Rooi 
Afo, Noord, Tanki Flip and 
Modanza. 

A second very important 
aspect which must be taken 
into account is the control of 
the flow of water and the 
physical structure of the 
water reservoirs. The water 
must flow without obstacles 
and the reservoir structure 
must be solid. 


During a recent con¬ 
trol after heavy rains, the 
department came to the 
conclusion that fortu¬ 
nately the situation of the 
different dams and water 
reservoirs represent no 
danger to the community. 

The Santa Rosa experts 
determined that at the 
moment, the water is 
flow is without obstacles 
and can disgorge into the 
sea, its final destination. 

According to Santa 
Rosa the water reservoirs 
that suffered damage dur¬ 
ing the heavy rains of 
2004 were all fixed.

Fortunately there are visitors 
who adopt a donkey now and 


then, who donate money or 
who buy something in the 
store.

Schorea of the Kas di Kultura 
Korsow (Curasao House of 
Culture). 

4 Expedicion Rescate ’ 
(Rescue Expedition) as it is 
dubbed, is a project which 
forms an integral part of the 
2010-2011 management and 
action plan of the Aruba De¬ 
partment of Culture (DCA). 
Institutions such as the Uni¬ 
versity of Aruba and the IPA 
concur on the importance that 
the results of this kind of in¬ 
vestigation will have espe¬ 
cially on education. 

One of the objectives of 
these institutions is to make 
the community aware of the 
important role of investiga¬ 
tion and documentation. In¬ 
vestigation concerning the 
cultural and natural heritage 
of our people is extremely 
significant. 


The 'Expedicion Rescate’ 
project will serve as a stimu¬ 
lus to our people to conserve, 
protect and promote our cul¬ 
tural and natural heritage. To 
achieve this, they are con¬ 
vinced the information must 
be communicated on a na¬ 
tional level and in different 
formats. 

An important part of the 
process will be to collect in¬ 
formation from the elderly 
through interviews as they re¬ 
call from memory their expe¬ 
riences and historical data. 
The information collected 
will not just be stored but will 
also be made available to the 
general public and to our 
schools. 

A small group of public 
service personnel and volun¬ 
teers of several foundations 
who work in the field of cul¬ 
ture will attend the 'Train the 
Trainer’ course prepared and 
offered by the Curagao Kas 
Di Kultura and the Curagao 
Museo Tula. Subsequently, 
the Aruba partners will offer 
the course to others interested 
in learning how to do investi¬ 
gation about our Oral His¬ 
tory. 

On Tuesday, November 


30th the 'Expedition Rescate’ 
was formally presented to the 
general public and to all 
GO’s and NGO’s. One of the 
objectives of the information 
evening is to consult with 
other cultural groups on what 
other topics of interest may 
need urgent attention or pri¬ 
ority.

Lydia Emerencia, head of 
the Center of Investigation 
and Development of the Uni¬ 
versity of Aruba. She spoke 
on ''The Importance of Inves¬ 
tigation on Aruba”

sity of Aruba. Her topic, ''The 
Area of Investigation of Art 
& Culture” 

Shaliny Tromp-Lee, head 
of the department of Investi¬ 
gation & Documentation at 
the Aruba Department of 
Culture. Her topic was, ''The 
Expedicion Rescate Project.”

Tradition of lighting the candles 


Antiochus' religious oppres¬ 
sion evoked the indignation 
of all the Jewish people, and 
most especially of Judah 
Maccabee, who was living in 
the foothills surrounding 
Jerusalem. Judah Maccabee 
banned together with his 


brothers to form a resistance 
militia that fought this op¬ 
pression; they came to be 
called The Maccabees. 

After three years of brutal 
battles, the Maccabbees, 
against all odds, drove the 
Greco-Syrians out of Judea. 


They reclaimed their Holy 
Temple in Jerusalem, which 
had been defiled with the 
statues of Greek gods. On the 
25th day of the Jewish month 
of Kisleve, 164 BCE, the 
Maccabees finished cleaning 
out the Temple and wanted to 
rededicate this holy structure 
by relighting the Temple's 
menorah. 

Tradition teaches that 
there was only enough pure 
oil to burn for one night, but 
a miracle occurred and the 
Menorah burned for eight 
nights, at which point, more 
oil had been pressed and pu¬ 
rified. 

Chanukah is always a fes¬ 
tive occasion with games and 
traditional treats for the chil¬ 
dren, as they learn about their 
history and come to appreci¬ 
ate their heritage. For more 
information about activities 
at Temple Beth Israel and 
overseas membership, visit 
their website http://bethis- 
rael-aruba.blogspot.com/.

Indian tech firms link with China 
to take on Western brands 


NEW DELHI (AFP) - Indian 
technology companies are 
growing in confidence. New 
brands are launching thick 
and fast, determined to take 
on established Western 
names with help from cheap 
Chinese factories. 

Many of them have made 
significant inroads into the 
rocketing mobile phone mar¬ 
ket in India, and others al¬ 
ready have their eye on 
bigger prizes in the interna¬ 
tional tablet computer and PC 
industry. 

The boss of Bangalore- 
based Notion Ink, Rohan 
Shravan, is a man in a hurry. 
The fast-talking 25-year-old 
co-founded the group three 
years ago and will start taking 
orders for his ’’Adam” tablet 
computer within weeks. 

Shipping of the sleek iPad 
wannabee to the United 
States and Europe could 
begin at the end of the year, 
with domestic sales starting 
soon after. 

’’What we want to do is set 
a standard in the international 
market with the Adam,” 
Shravan, a graduate of one of 
India's prestigious technical 
universities, told AFP. 

"There's going to be expo¬ 
nential growth for us," he 
said, adding that an updated 
version of the device was al¬ 
ready in development. 

Elsewhere, electronics 
group Olive and online In¬ 
dian shopping site Infibeam - 

- which models itself on 
US-based Amazon, even 
down to its very similar logo 

— have both launched their 
own tablet computers. 

Amazon has other admir¬ 
ers in India and the concept 
of its top-selling e-reader 
Kindle, designed specifically 
for reading books and maga¬ 
zines, has also been copied 
by another ambitious Banga¬ 
lore-based company, EC 
Media. 

In August, it launched 
Wink, which is about 40 dol¬ 
lars cheaper than the Kindle 
in India, though it has re¬ 
ceived mixed reviews. 

EC Media has signed up 
deals with local publishers to 
supply books in English as 
well as 15 vernacular lan¬ 
guages — a key part of their 
sales strategy. 

"We thought that even 
though the market is not there 
yet, if you are in the market 
then it has good scope for 
growth," Pradeep Palazhi, 
chief operating officer, told 
AFP at a launch event in New 
Delhi. 

"Wink is designed for the 
Indian reader. The Kindle is 
available here, but it's still de¬ 
pendent on the US store," he 
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A man works on his Kindle- 
style tablet called Wink at 
the EC Media International 
Private Limited office 

said. 

In the mobile phone sec¬ 
tor, competition is fierce and 
the impact of Indian compa¬ 
nies could presage develop¬ 
ments in other parts of the 
electronics market, where de¬ 
mand is being driven by 
India's rapidly expanding 
economy. 

Rising incomes, access to 
credit, and the falling costs of 
technology mean sales of 
electronic goods are booming 
across the country. 

In the mobile sector, In¬ 
dian brands Micromax, Lava, 
Spice, Karbonn and Zen have 
mushroomed over the last 12 
months, grabbing share from 
Nokia through aggressive 
marketing and products 
adapted for the local market. 

In a study published in 
September, research firm 
IDC estimated domestic 
handset makers had grabbed 
a market share of 33 percent 
from just 0.9 percent two 
years ago. 

Their road to success, like 
everyone else's in the elec¬ 
tronics sector, reaches back 
into China where large-scale, 
hi-tech and cheap contract 
manufacturers have been 
tapped as suppliers. 

Though relations between 
the two Asian superpowers 
are prickly at a diplomatic 
level, collaboration between 
India's skilled software engi¬ 
neers and device designers 
and China's factories is de¬ 
veloping at pace. 

"There are vendors in 
China that can do just about 
anything you want," said 
Amit Aggerwal, respected In¬ 
dian technology writer and 
chief of the Digital Inspira¬ 
tion blog. 

"You give them the price 
they are asking for and you 
get a product ready to go to 
stores. 

"If you have an idea, get¬ 
ting it executed is quite easy 
now, so that's helping a lot of 
vendors," he added. 

Shravan from Notion Ink 


said getting his devices man¬ 
ufactured in India made no 
sense because production ca¬ 
pacity is small, meaning 
prices are high, and factories 
lack the latest hi-tech equip¬ 
ment. 

"China is the one that has 
invested in nano technology. 
They have the scale," he told 
AFP. 

He says he would like to 
see his devices being assem¬ 
bled in India — mobile phone 
firms such as Micromax and 
Nokia already have such fa¬ 
cilities — but manufacturing 
will not be a possibility for 
the "next five to ten years". 

"It takes a lot for the in¬ 
vestment in the infrastructure 
in electronics," he said. 

Consultancy Frost & Sul¬ 
livan recently carried out a 
study of the Indian electron¬ 
ics market and concluded that 
the country had good 
prospects for manufacturing 
in several product areas. 

Mobile handsets and mo¬ 
bile phone base stations have 
potential, as well as computer 
desktops and laptops, mem¬ 
ory products and screens for 
televisions and computer 
monitors, Frost said. 

Ameya Dalvi, editor of 
consumer electronics website 
www.techtree.com, says 
many in the industry expect a 
tablet PC boom after the suc¬ 
cess of the Apple iPad, which 
could present Indian compa¬ 
nies with an opportunity.

As Hurricane season ends, 
storm studies just beginning 


The Atlantic hurricane season 
officially ended yesterday 
(Nov. 30), but where hurri¬ 
cane season ends, years of 
work are just beginning for 
NASA researchers who spent 
the 2010 season flying a fleet 
of planes into storms. 

The space agency's Gene¬ 
sis and Rapid Intensification 
Processes mission, or GRIP 
experiment, gathered reams 
of data from multiple hurri¬ 
canes and tropical storms 
during the late summer 
through September. 

Using myriad instruments 
crammed aboard three air¬ 
craft, researchers were able to 
gather unprecedented obser¬ 
vations of storms' life cycles, 
gathering data on vital signs 
such as precipitation, light¬ 
ning, wind speed, and rota¬ 
tion as storms initially 
formed, intensified and even¬ 
tually blew themselves out. 

Scientists hope the data 
will help improve their un¬ 
derstanding of the still-mys¬ 
terious processes that govern 


some storms' seemingly er¬ 
ratic behavior. 

"By combining our re¬ 
sources, we got what I think 
are some of the best measure¬ 
ments ever obtained," said 
Scott Braun, one of the mis¬ 
sion scientists,, a research 
meteorologist at NASA's 
Goddard Space Flight Center 
in Greenbelt, Md. 


hansa will be the first airline 
to offer its customers broad¬ 
band Internet access on inter¬ 
continental routes," a 
statement said.

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Acupuncture really does help relieve 



Inspiration for 
Decoration 


Acupuncture alters the way 
that the brain perceives and 
processes pain, a finding that 
suggests the traditional Chi¬ 
nese treatment can effec¬ 
tively relieve pain, according 
to a new study. 

German researchers used 
functional MRI scans to 
measure brain activity in 18 
people who received painful 
electrical currents from a de¬ 
vice fitted to their left ankle. 
The researchers then placed 
acupuncture needles on the 
participants' right side — in¬ 
cluding between the toes, 
below the knee and near the 
thumb — and again inflicted 
pain in the left ankle. 

Without acupuncture, 
there was major activation of 
pain-processing areas of the 


brain. Activation in these 
areas was significantly re¬ 
duced when the volunteers 
received acupuncture. 

The researchers also found 
that acupuncture reduced acti¬ 
vation in areas of the brain that 
control expectations of pain. 

The study was to be pre¬ 
sented Tuesday at the annual 
meeting of the Radiological 
Society of North America, in 
Chicago. 

"Acupuncture is supposed 
to act through at least two 
mechanisms, nonspecific ex¬ 
pectancy-based effects and 
specific modulation of the in¬ 
coming pain signal," lead au¬ 
thor Dr. Nina Theysohn of 
University Hospital in Essen, 
Germany, said in a news re¬ 
lease from the society. "Our 


findings support that both 
these nonspecific and specific 
mechanisms exist, suggesting 
that acupuncture can help re¬ 
lieve pain."

Doctors warn of inconsistencies 
Vitamin D studies 


Probiotics may ease some children's illnesses: 
AAP 


Probiotics may offer limited 
benefits for certain illnesses 
in children, according to an 
American Academy of Pedi¬ 
atrics report published Mon¬ 
day in the journal Pediatrics. 

The group said evidence 
suggests that taking probi¬ 
otics ("good" bacteria) early 
during diarrhea from a viral 
infection may shorten the 
length of the illness in other¬ 


wise healthy children. 

In addition, probiotics also 
may prevent diarrhea caused 
by antibiotics. 

But the AAP said more ev¬ 
idence is required before it 
can recommend probiotics for 
constipation, irritable bowel 
syndrome or Crohn's disease 
in children, or probiotics in 
pregnant women or infants to 
prevent eczema or asthma. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Vi¬ 
tamin D and calcium have 
been hailed as a possible an¬ 
tidote for cancer, heart dis¬ 
ease and more, but a panel of 
US and Canadian doctors 
said Tuesday that the duo's 
only sure benefit is bone 
health. 

After reviewing about 
1,000 studies on the sup¬ 
posed links between low vi¬ 
tamin D levels and higher 
risk of serious diseases, the 
panel concluded that they 
showed inconsistent results, 
sometimes due to shoddy re¬ 
search methods. 

The experts also issued 
new guidelines — the first 
since 1997 — for North 
Americans, saying people 
should take between 700 and 
1,300 milligrams of calcium 
and anywhere from 600 to 
800 international units of vi¬ 
tamin D each day. 




TIP: Avoid Medical Mistakes 


Sometimes, there's noth¬ 
ing you can do to avoid a 
medical error. 

But the American Acad¬ 
emy of Orthopaedic Sur¬ 
geons says that's not 
always the case. Here are 
steps you can take to re¬ 
duce your risk of a medical 
error at the doctor's office 

or hospital: 

* Ask plenty of questions, especially about tests, medica¬ 
tions or other treatments you receive. 

* Confirm that each health care worker you see knows 
your medical history, including any allergies and medications 
you take. 

* Bring along a friend or family member to help ensure 
that your care is safe and effective. 

* Check your prescriptions at the pharmacy to be sure 
they're correct. 

* Request that any staff member administering your med¬ 
ications looks at your hospital ID bracelet each time. 

* Ask staff to wash their hands before they examine or 
touch you. 


Most people "probably 
don’t have vitamin D defi¬ 
ciency, that is the first mes¬ 
sage," said Glenville Jones, a 
Canadian doctor who was on 
the 14-member committee 
for the US-based Institute of 
Medicine. 

"We think there has been 
an exaggeration of the pub¬ 
lic's interest in vitamin D de¬ 
ficiency. (People) should be 
reassured that vitamin D de¬ 
ficiency is quite rare in North 
Americans at this point in 
time." 

Just by eating a balanced 
diet and possibly taking a vi¬ 
tamin supplement in the win¬ 
ter, because sun exposure 
boosts vitamin D levels, most 
North Americans would have 
no difficulty meeting the rec¬ 
ommended allotment, he 
said. 

The panel's establishment 
of new guidelines offer a 
more solid recommended 
daily dose than the 1997 ap¬ 
proach of suggesting ade¬ 
quate intake (AI) amounts. 

The previous recommen¬ 
dations set the amount of cal¬ 
cium at between 210 and 270 
milligrams per day for ba¬ 
bies, 500 to 1,300 for chil¬ 
dren aged one to 18, 1,000 
per day for adults aged 19-50 
and 1,200 for those 50 and 
older. 

For vitamin D, the old rec¬ 
ommendations were 200 in¬ 
ternational units for those 
under age 50,400IU for peo¬ 
ple 51-70 years old and 600 
IU for those over 71. 

Jones declined to charac¬ 
terize the new guidelines as 
higher than before, saying it 
would be like "comparing ap¬ 
ples to pears." 

Humans need calcium to 
help clot blood and for proper 
functioning of muscles and 


nerves, and vitamin D is nec¬ 
essary for the body to absorb 
calcium. Inadequate calcium 
has been shown to lead to 
bone fractures and osteoporo¬ 
sis. 

The experts noted that 
some populations are likely 
to need more Vitamin D than 
other groups — including 
breastfed babies, people with 
dark skin and those living in 
northern latitudes where day¬ 
light exposure is limited. 

"There are claims about 
vitamin D in heart disease, in 
cancer, autoimmune diseases 
— you name it, there are 
claims out there that are not 
based upon a lot of studies," 
said Jones. 

"Our dilemma is that there 
are mixed reports that are not 
all consistent," said Jones, 
who is a professor of bio¬ 
chemistry at Queens Univer¬ 
sity in Kingston, Ontario.

Eurozone debt crisis deepens 


PARIS, France (AFP) - The fi¬ 
nancial cloud hanging over the 
eurozone darkened yesterday, 
with the euro falling and Italy 
hit by rising borrowing rates as 
EU measures to control sove¬ 
reign debt left investors uncer¬ 
tain and anxious. 

The euro fell under 1.30 
dollars for the first time since 
mid-September, dropping at 
one point to 1.2969 dollars 
from 1.3121 dollars late Mon¬ 
day. The single currency later 
edged back up to 1.2982 dol¬ 
lars. 

Upward pressure intensi¬ 
fied on 10-year borrowing 
rates for countries seen at risk 
of needing a rescue after 
Greece and Ireland, with atten¬ 
tion focused on Spain, a poten¬ 
tially much bigger problem for 
the EU. 

The yield — the rate of re¬ 
turn — on 10-year Spanish 
bonds rose above 5.50 percent 
from 5.46 percent late on Mon¬ 
day and for fellow struggler 
Portugal to 7.072 percent from 
7.0 percent. 

The gap between Spanish 
and benchmark German bor¬ 
rowing rates at one stage 
widened to 3.0 percentage 
points, an all-time high. 

The differential is a "short¬ 
term fluctuation," Spain's 
Deputy Finance Minister Jose 
Manuel Campa insisted yester¬ 
day. 

"We cannot react to fluctu¬ 
ations of one or two days on 
the market, especially at times 
when, given the market ten¬ 
sions, there is a perception that 
liquidity is smaller than in nor¬ 
mal market conditions," he 


said. 

"These are short-term fluc¬ 
tuations. We are currently in a 
period of turbulence. What is 
important is to execute planned 
policies and the markets will 
respond," he added. 

Spain's Socialist govern¬ 
ment has introduced politically 
sensitive measures aimed at re¬ 
viving the economy and slash¬ 
ing its public deficit, including 
an overhaul of the country's 
rigid labour market rules. Italy 
too was under pressure yester¬ 
day, with the spread between 
its 10-year rates and those of 
Germany coming to 2.0 per¬ 
centage points, likewise for the 
first time. 

Italian bond yields rose to 
4.687 percent from 4.638 per¬ 
cent on Monday. 

"Objectively, on the basis of 
Italian fundamentals, the reac¬ 
tion seems excessive," said 
Marco Valli, an economist 
with UniCredit bank. 

"But the market is panick¬ 
ing, which could mean that the 
eurozone crisis of confidence 
has entered a more dangerous 
phase," requiring possible in¬ 
tervention by the European 
Central Bank. 

ECB President Jean-Claude 
Trichet meanwhile sought to 
soothe fears raised by the Irish 
debt crisis in remarks to the 
European Union's parliamen¬ 
tary committee on economic 
and monetary affairs. 

He said both Greece and 
Ireland were solvent, insisting 
that the eurozone economy 
was "functioning" and had 
grown by more than expected 
this year. 


Toyota to fix 650,000 Prius 
hybrids for heat risk 


DETROIT/TOKYO - To¬ 
yota Motor Corp will pay to 
fix about 650,000 Prius mod¬ 
els worldwide for a coolant 
pump glitch that could cause 
the top-selling hybrid to over¬ 
heat and lose power, the au¬ 
tomaker said. 

The repair campaign co¬ 
vers Prius cars for the model 
years 2004 to 2007. The bulk 
of the cars, or 378,000 units, 
are in the United States. 

The Japanese automaker 
said it had not received any 
reports of accidents or in¬ 
juries from problems with the 


pump, which circulates 
coolant for the hybrid system. 

Toyota said the design of 
the electric water pump let air 
bubbles enter the system, 
slowing coolant circulation 
and allowing the hybrid's 
components to heat up. 

The heating up of the 
components could trigger a 
warning light. If left unat¬ 
tended, the Prius could over¬ 
heat and drop into a "fail¬ 
safe" mode where engine 
power would be reduced, 
Toyota said. 


Trichet said that "observers 
are tending to underestimate 
the determination of the (euro¬ 
zone) governments and the EU 
as a whole." 

Markets have given "a big 
thumbs down to the steps an¬ 
nounced by the European au¬ 
thorities at the weekend," said 
Lee Hardman, an analyst at 
The Bank of Tokyo-Mitsubishi 
UFJ in London. 

In addition to approving an 
85-billion-euro (111-billion- 
dollar) rescue for Ireland, Eu¬ 
ropean Union ministers out¬ 
lined measures under which 
sovereign debt could eventu¬ 
ally be re-structured — but 
bondholders may have to bear 
some of the costs of future 
bailouts. 

"A taboo was lifted when 
the Europeans (ministers) on 
Sunday said that sovereign 
debts could be restructured 
after 2013, which signals that 
bondholders could no longer 
be protected," said bond strate¬ 
gist Nordine Naam at Natixis 
bank. 

Hardman said "the poor 
bond market reaction is an in¬ 
dication that the market is wor- 
ryingly losing confidence in 
the European authorities' abi¬ 
lity to deal effectively with the 
eurozone sovereign debt cri¬ 
sis." 

Trichet said that markets 
needed greater clarity from EU 
political leaders, in particular 
regarding the possibility that 
investors would suffer losses 
in the event that a eurozone 
country defaulted on its debt. 

Trichet said rules agreed to 
last weekend by eurozone fi¬ 
nance ministers would be 
"fully consistent with IMF pol¬ 
icy" and would not automati¬ 
cally demand that private 
investors bear losses.

June 1967 leaving the Office 
with its own employees and 
work structure. However, to 
date no document containing 
the official structure, goals 
and other pertinent informa¬ 
tion exists in our Government 
archives. 

In 1971 the Office was 
closed and the six employees 
were transferred to other Go¬ 
vernment Departments. Sev¬ 
eral institutions, such as 
FESINA (the Federation of 
Aruba Unions), the Aruba 
Press Club and the Catholic 
Clergy, reacted negatively to 
the closure of this important 
Office. 

In 1974, as a result of the 
political developments in the 
region: Surinam with its in¬ 
dependence set for 1975, a 
possible independence for the 
islands of the Netherlands 
Antilles, it was decided to 
open an RVD (Government 
Information Service) office in 
Aruba. However, then head 
of this Office, Mr. Tommy 
Leest, with no purchasing au¬ 
thority was handicapped in 
making this Office work. 
Every decision had to be first 
approved by the Prime Min¬ 
ister of the Antilles (in Cu¬ 
rasao). 

Later that year, the Gov¬ 
ernment of Aruba decided to 
open a new Office under the 
new name AVD (Aruba’s In¬ 
formation Service), in order 
to have the necessary means 
to report on the developments 
with respect to Aruba’s bid 
for separation from the An¬ 
tilles. This new Office played 
a pivotal role in the organiza¬ 
tion of the referendum for an 
Apart Status in 1976 and in 
the inauguration of Aruba’s 
national anthem and flag that 
same year. 

In the 80’s, the Govern¬ 


ment Information Service ac¬ 
quired their own professional 
recording and filming equip¬ 
ment and was instrumental in 
submitting to the community 
crucial information about all 
the developments surround¬ 
ing the Round Table Confer¬ 
ence in Holland which dealt 
with Aruba’s fight for Apart 
Status. 

In view of the realization 
of Aruba’s Apart Status, it 
was decided to unite the two 
Offices (RVD and AVD) 


goodbye to the days of black 
and white photos and dark 
room film development.

In 2007, the government 
introduced her own official 
website.

The first of December of 
1955 may be considered the 
date of the founding of the 
Aruba Government Informa¬ 
tion Service.

How¬ 
ever, in 1959 he did become 
a nationalized Aruban citizen 
and was later (March 1960) 


appointed head of the Gov¬ 
ernment Information Service. 

On June 19, 1956 an offi¬ 
cial decree was signed 
instituting the then called, 


Rege- ringsvoorlichtingsdi- 
enst (Government Informa¬ 
tion Service). With the use of 
a report by Mr. Braam, a Cu¬ 
rasao author of the document 
used to form the Central Of¬ 
fice of Government Informa¬ 
tion for the Netherlands 
Antilles, Mr. Pina prepared a 
document for the Govern¬ 
ment of Aruba which was 
used to formalize Aruba’s 
Government Information 
Service. Mr. Pina quoted Mr. 
Braam by saying.”It is im¬ 

portant that there exist good 
communication between the 
press and the government. 
The lack of an office of infor¬ 
mation gives way to rumors 
concerning news about the 
Government’s 
actions. This 
does not bene¬ 
fit the people 
or the func¬ 
tionality of the 
Government.” 

From 1957 
to 1971, the 
Office of In- 
formation 
Service pub¬ 
lished a 

monthly mag¬ 
azine in Papia¬ 
mento, the 
66 ARUBA,” 
which was dis¬ 
tributed to 
every home on 
the island.

PARIS, France (AFP) - Ital¬ 
ian teenager Matteo Man¬ 
assero has been named the 
European Tour's Rookie of 
the Year after a record-break¬ 
ing start to his career during 
which he became the 
youngest player to win in the 
tour's history. 

Manassero launched his 
professional career in the Ital¬ 
ian Open at the beginning of 
May and in October, at the 
age of 17 years and 188 days, 
he won the Castello Masters 
in Valencia. 

The former British Ama¬ 
teur champion went on to fin¬ 
ish in 31st place in The 2010 
Race to Dubai, playing 54 
rounds for which he was 73 
under par with only seven 
scores over 72. 

"It is a big honour to win 
the Rookie of the Year 
award," said Manassero, who 
follows in the footsteps Nick 
Faldo, Tony Jacklin, Sandy 
Lyle, Jose Maria Olazabal 
and Colin Montgomerie, as 
well as many of today's 
biggest stars including Sergio 
Garcia, Ian Poulter and Eu¬ 
rope’s new number one Mar¬ 
tin Kaymer. 

"I never expected to win 
on tour so quickly and to win 
the Rookie of the Year Award 
is a perfect way to end my 
first season as a professional. 

"It is such a special award 


because you only get one 
chance to win it so it is a 
great honour." 

Manassero is the first Ital¬ 
ian to win the rookie award, 
which is judged by The R&A, 
the Association of Golf Writ¬ 
ers and The European Tour. 

He is also the tenth golfer 
from Continental Europe and 
46th recipient in total since 
its launch in 1960. 

He was the youngest ever 
winner of the British Ama¬

MIAMI (AFP) - NBA super- 
star LeBron James makes an 
emotional return to the city 
he spurned on Thursday 
when the Miami Heat visit 
Cleveland amid tighter secu¬ 
rity and a reception even 
James expects will be unwel¬ 
coming. 

James, the reigning two- 
time NBA Most Valuable 
Player, departed the Cava¬ 
liers for Miami last July in a 
free agent deal announced on 
a television special, joining 
Chris Bosh and Dwyane 
Wade in a gathering of talent 
at Miami. 

Cavaliers supporters 
burned James jerseys in their 
anger. A baseball fan who at¬ 
tended a Cleveland Indians 
game while wearing a Heat 
jersey with James's name on 
it had to be escorted out by 
police after being pelted with 
trash and beer. 

So "King James" is well 
aware that his former sub¬ 
jects are serious about show¬ 
ing their displeasure. 

"It's going to be a real hos¬ 
tile environment," James 
said. "It's going to be pretty 


intense." 

A Twitter campaign to 
react to James's introduction 
with laughter, like a Cleve- 
land-area bishop's preaching 
to show class and more kind¬ 
ness than James did on his 
departure, could tamp down 
the venom expected to greet 
the playmaker. 

But Quicken Loans Arena 
has reminded the public that 
signs, clothing or verbal 
abuse featuring profanity will 
not be tolerated and extra se¬ 
curity will be on hand to en¬ 
sure decorum, even if a 
cascade of jeers are expected. 

A sellout crowd of more 
than 20,000 people will be on 
hand to greet James, with 
ticket resale prices reaching 
5,000 dollars for prime seats 
and just 250 dollars to get in¬ 
side the arena for a chance to 
boo James upon his return. 

James, who grew up in the 
Cleveland suburb of Akron, 
made an appearance in his 
hometown a month after his 
decision in a bicycle charity 
event and thanked Cleveland 
fans for their support. 

Cavaliers owner Dan 


Gilbert described James as 
"selfish" and called his de¬ 
parture from the team a 
"cowardly betrayal". 

"You simply don't deserve 
this kind of cowardly be¬ 
trayal," Gilbert said in the let¬ 
ter to the Cleveland fans. 
"You have given so much and 
deserve so much more. In the 
meantime, I want to make 
one statement to you tonight: 

"I personally guarantee 
that the Cleveland Cavaliers 
will win an NBA champi¬ 
onship before the self-titled 
former 'King' wins one. You 
can take it to the bank. 

"This shocking act of dis¬ 
loyalty from our home grown 
'chosen one' sends the exact 
opposite lesson of what we 
would want our children to 
learn." 

Gilbert was fined 100,000 
dollars by the NBA for his re¬ 
marks and James fired back 
in an interview with GQ 
magazine, saying he will 
have extra motivation every 
time he plays against the 
Cavaliers. 

"I do have motivation, a 
lot of motivation," James 
said. "I don’t think (Gilbert) 
ever cared about LeBron." 

The Cavaliers come to 
Miami on December 15 and 
January 31. The Heat will 
visit the Cavaliers again on 
March 29. 

James said that he left 30 
million dollars on the table 
by departing Cleveland but 
that winning an NBA title 
was the most important thing 
and he felt he had a better 
chance of doing that with the 
Heat. 

Thus far, neither club is 
doing all that well. The Heat 
are 10-8, third in the South¬ 
east division and fifth in the 
Eastern Conference, while 
the Cavaliers are 7-9, third in 
the Central division and 
eighth in the Eastern Confer¬ 
ence. 


NEW YORK (AFP) - New 
Orleans star Drew Brees, 
who guided the Saints to a 
Super Bowl crown that ex¬ 
cited a city devastated by 
Hurricane Katrina, was 
named Sports Illustrated's 
Sportsman of the Year on 
Tuesday. 

The 31-year-old quarter¬ 
back sparked the Saints to 
their first National Football 
League crown last February. 
His foundation has worked 
with more than four dozen 
schools and charity groups to 
help rebuild the flood-rav¬ 
aged city. 

General admission 
ticket refunds set 
if games wiped out 

NEW YORK (AFP) - Ticket 
refunds will be made to fans 
for any 2011 pre-season or 
regular-season National 
Football League games can¬ 
celled because of a labor dis¬ 
pute between owners and 
players, the NFL said Tues¬ 
day. 

The policy applies to all 
general admission tickets for 
games wiped out by a work 
stoppage, with each of the 
league's 30 clubs deciding 
policies regarding club seats, 
suites and personal seat li¬ 
censing payments. 

Season ticket holders will 
be able to take a refund or 
credits toward the purchase 
of tickets for future games 
while fans with seats for in¬ 
dividual games can receive 
refunds or exchange the tick¬ 
ets for a future game selected 
by the club. 


"The more that I've 
learned about the award and 
that it goes well beyond what 
you accomplish on the field, 
that it's very much about 
what you do off the field as 
well, with community service 
and your family, makes the 
award even more special to 
me," Brees said. 

Brees became the 57th 
winner of the award, the fifth 
NFL quarterback to receive 
the honor and third in six 
years after Green Bay's Brett 
Favre in 2007, New Eng¬ 
land's Tom Brady in 2005, 
San Francisco's Joe Montana 
in 1990 and Terry Bradshaw 
of Pittsburgh in 1979. 
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Japanese pitcher Tateyama joins Texas Rangers 


ARLINGTON (AFP) - Yoshi- 
nori Tateyama, who has spent 
the past 12 seasons pitching 
for the Nippon Ham Fighters 
in Japan's Pacific League, has 
signed a one-year Major 
League Baseball contract 
with the Texas Rangers. 

The American League 
champion Rangers announced 


Tuesday that they had agreed 
to terms with the sidearm¬ 
throwing right-hander in a 
deal that gives Texas options 
to keep him for the 2012 and 
2013 seasons as well. 

Tateyama, who turns 35 
on December 26, will com¬ 
pete for a job as a relief 
pitcher for the Rangers. 


Tateyama went 1-2 with 
four saves and a career-low 
1.80 eamed-run average in 58 
games last season for the 
Sapporo-based club, striking 
out 59 batters while issuing 
only 11 walks with opposing 
batters amassing a .213 aver¬ 
age on 43 hits in 202 at¬ 
tempts. He allowed only 
three home runs.

Hayatou denies corruption 


PARIS (AFP) - African Foot¬ 
ball Confederation (CAF) 
chairman Issa Hayatou on 
Tuesday rejected claims 
made in a British television 
documentary that he received 
secret payments from bank¬ 
rupt marketing firm ISL. 

Hayatou is one of three 
member's of world body 
FIFA's executive committee 
members - the others being 
Ricardo Teixeira of Brazil 
and South America's Nicolas 
Leoz - accused by BBC's 
Panorama of receiving 
money from ISL over a 
decade ago. 

Panorama alleges that 
Hayatou received 100,000 
French francs (20,000 dol¬ 
lars) from ISL before the firm 


went under. 

International Sports and 
Leisure collapsed in 2001 in 
a controversy over alleged 
kickbacks for TV rights con¬ 
tracts. 

Hayatou told broadcaster 
France 24 that ISL had made 
a 25,000 Swiss franc "soli¬ 
darity" payment "in the con¬ 
text of the organisation of the 
CAF's 40th anniversary." 

He added: "We do not 
deny that ISL gave the CAF 
... 25,000 Swiss francs. No¬ 
body is contesting that. 

"We do not see that we are 
concerned by what the BBC 
is reporting - it is something 
dating back 16 years. Why 
did the BBC not reveal that 
16 years ago if it had proof of 
corruption?"
